Ford’s veto called 
an economic move 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - President 
Gerald Ford’s veto of a $7.9 bil­ 
lion education appropriations 
bill does not mean the Presi­ 
dent 
opposes 
education 
but 
means he is more concerned 
with holding down the budget, 
said David Mathews, Secretary 
of Health, Eduction and Wel­ 
fare today. 
Mathews was the opening 
speaker in the White House 
Conference on Domestic and 
Economic Affairs which contin­ 
ues here today and culminates 
with a speech by Ford. 
Of the veto, which the Senate 
and House overrode earlier this 
week, Mathews said, “I think 
the veto has to be understood in 
light of the President’s strong 
feeling that government must 
exercise itself to bring the 
economy under control.” 
The newly appointed secre­ 
tary said Ford was “even hand­ 


ed” in other vetoes that would 
escalate the budget. 
Mathews indicated he knew 
of no plans by the Iresident to 
possibly withhold funds appro­ 
priated by the bill following its 
rejection by Congress. 
“We must work within the re­ 
straints of this economy,” he 
said, 
“We’ve 
been 
con­ 
centrating on things we can do 
within our financial resources.” 
Ford was expected to arrive 
in St. Louis at 12:30 p.m. from 
Washington. He was scheduled 
to address the National Baptist 
Convention and then attend a 
state GOP fund raising cocktail 
party before appearing at the 
White House Conference, the 
ninth such event held nationally 
this year. 
Other top Administration offi­ 
cials on the agenda were Rus­ 
sell Train, administrator of the 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency, and Frank G. Zarb, 
administrator of the Federal 
Energy Administration. 
The conference, the ninth of 
its kind to be held nationwide 
this year, was expected to draw 
about 750 area leaders from 
various fields.

stringent in the wake of last 
week's attempted assassination 
in Sacramento, Calif. Although 
city police would not disclose 
the number of officers assigned 
to assist Secret Service agents, 
Asst. Chief Adolph Jacobsme- 
yer said it would be quite sub­ 
stantial. 
Designed as a means of ex­ 
changing views with the people, 
and termed by some Adminis­ 
tration critics as political in na­ 
ture, the conference was ex­ 
pected to tough on such highly 
debated topics as oil decontrol 


and the environment. 
In a news conference Thurs­ 
day that served as a prelude to 
today’s 10-speaker agenda, oil 
decontrol was the dominant 
topic in light of the Senate’s 
vote Wednesday to override 
Ford’s veto of a bill that would 
have extended oil-price controls 
for six months. 
L. William Seidman, assistant 
to the President for economic 
affairs, said oil decontrol — im­ 
pending if Ford and Congress 
do not compromise on extend­ 
ing controls —■ would raise 
prices “to a small degree.” 
But in the longer run, Seid­ 
man said, the price increase 
would provide oil companies 
with more funds for exploration 
for new oil and would thus in­ 
crease supply, eventually lead­ 
ing to lower prices.

If President Gerald Ford intends to win next year’s 
election and continue in the office he now holds, it must 
be said that Mrs. Ford isn’t helping. 
There are in the United States, after all, some 48 
million Catholics, 27 million Baptists,

Methodists, 9 million Lutherans, 6 million Jews, 4 million 
Eastern Orthodox church members, plus several million 
members of other denominations. That’s a lot of votes. 
So, when the President’s wife, on a nation-wide, coast to 
coast television network program, appeared to approve a 
code of behavior for her family at complete variance 
with the moral and ethical values promulgated by the 
churches and synagogues of America, it was easy to 
predict the uproar of indignation which followed. 
What Mrs. Ford said, of course, was that she “would 
not be surprised” if her 18-year- old daughter “had an 
affair.” 
Her only stipulation seemed to be: “ I’d want to know 
pertty much about the young man she was planning to 
have the affair with ....” 
Commented William F. Buckley: “What she did was to 
use her high office as First Lady ... But the role of the 
civic leader is to defend standards, even if the bar­ 
barians are at the gate; which they are .... It is very 
surprising, 
and very 
bad news, that she abused her 
husband’s position by speaking out on the subject in 
contravention of ethical values established - according to 
her husband, who not infrequently invokes His assistance 
- by an authority higher even than the Supreme Court.” 
Taking into consideration the heat and the tension of 
the television interview, we would hope that Mrs. Ford 
did not really intend to say what she did, and that she 
will, at the earliest opportunity, clarify her position. The 
American people are not going to vote for the standards 
of Playboy, Redbook, and Cosmopolitan in the White 
House. Whatever their own shortcomings may be, the 
voters want something better than the lowest and the 
worst.

Expressed as a total number of government employes 
per 10,000 of population, the average for 50 states rose in 
five years from 404.1 in 1969 to 467.4 in 1974, an increase of 
15.7 per cent. Significantly, 49 of the states showed an 
increase in the number of employes per 10,000 population 
during the five year period. Only South Dakota showed a 
decline from 488.9 in 1969 to 483.5 in 1974, a drop of 11. per 
cent. 
Another factor is that sixty per cent of the increase in 
the state and local totals is accounted for by employes in 
the field of education, which seems odd in view of the 
decline in children attending schools in recent years. 
This is how the Bureau of the Census reported on 
Missouri: 
Missouri: State- Local employes per 10, 000 population 
were 374.6 in 1969 and 428.2 in 1974, an increase of 14.3 per 
cent.

WIDESPREAD DRUG USE 
ONLY A MYTH? 
Popular notions 
about the 
extent of drug use in this country 
seem to be out of phase with the 
facts. 
For the past eight years, a 
team of researchers with the 
U niversity 
of 
M ichigan’s 
Institute for Social Research has 
been following a sam ple group 
of 1,600 males and recording 
their 
drug 
experiences 
and 
attitudes. The study’s findings 
have consistently run counter to 
popular beliefs, says its director 
Lloyd Johnston. 
“ The findings we reported in 
1970 did not reinforce public 
opinion," he says. “Drug use 
turned 
out 
to 
be 
far 
less 
prevalent among young people 
than was commonly believed." 
Before graduating from high 
school in 
1969, 
less than a 
quarter of this age group had 
used any illicit drug, and about 
half of those using drugs had 
m erely experimented once or 
twice, usually with m arijuana. 
Now the common belief seems 
to be that the problem of young 
people using illicit drugs has 
declined considerably. The data, 
however, "indicate that sub­ 
stantial 
proportions 
and ab­ 
solute numbers of young people 
are involved with drugs to some 
degree." 
For example, in the year prior 
to June 1974, more than half of 
all 23-year-old males (based on 
the study group) smoked some 
m arijuana, over one-fifth made 
some 
use 
of amphetam ines 
without a prescription and the 
proportions 
for 
barbiturates, 
cocaine and psychedelics were 
all greater than one-tenth. 
The number who had tried 
these drugs at some time during 
their lives was even higher: 62 
per cent for m arijuana, 32 per 
cent for amphetamines, 19 per 
cent for barbiturates, 22 per cent 
for psychedelics and over 6 per 
cent for heroin. 
On the positive side, observes, 
Johnston, much of the illicit 
drug use involves m arijuana, 
the harmful effects of which 
have yet to be convincingly 
proven. About half of those 
youths using each of the other 
illicit drugs during 1974 did so 
only once or twice. Regular drug 
use rates seem to have peaked 
some time ago for this par­ 
ticular age group.

The 
computer system, which the 
FBI is supposed to use in its war 
against crime, has been misused 
to keep tabs on noncriminals. 
For 
years, 
the 
FBI 
has 
operated 
a 
National 
Crime 
Information Center, which is 
equipped with a multi-million- 
dollar computer. This is now- 
cram m ed 
with 
information 
about criminals. The purpose is 
to help police throughout the 
country identify public enemies, 
particularly fugitives on the 
lam. 
On 
Arizona 
highway 
patrolman, for example, may 
stop a speeder who appears 
suspicious. The office 
could 
query the FBI computer center 
and might discover the driver is 
wanted for kidnapping in Maine. 
It 
was 
never 
intended, 
however, that this all-knowing, 
never-forgetting 
electronic 
contrivance should be used to 
store information about non­ 
criminals. 
Such misues, if it should get 
out of hand, could extinguish 
forever the right of privacy. It 
could lead to a computerized 
m aster file on all Americans. At 
the press of 
a button, the 
com puter could produce any 
person’s entire life history. 
In 1971, the FBI began using 
its m aster computer to monitor 
the activities of noncriminals. 
The names of more than 4,700 
noncriminals were "flagged." 
The FBI abruptly ended its 
misuse of the computer center in 
February, 1974, precisely two 
days before Sen. Sam Ervin, D- 
N.C., opened hearings on federal 
snooping. 
But Ervin’s successor as head 
of 
the Senate Constitutional 
Rights subcommittee, Sen. John 
Tunney, 
D-Calif., 
has 
now 
wrung a reluctant confession 
from the Justice Department 
that the FBI had perverted the 
criminal tracking system to 
keep 
an 
electronic 
eye on 
noncriminals. 
"Flags were used to help 
locate individuals in matters 
w herein 
the FBI 
had the 


obligation to determ ine their 
w h e r e a b o u t s ,'' 
D e p u ty 
Attorney General Harold Tyler 
conceded in a private letter to 
Tunney. 
The letter stressed this was 
done, as a "pilot program ," in 
"national security” cases. The 
term "national security" has 
been used in the past, however, 
to include controversial movie 
stars, football players, political 
leaders, 
newspapermen 
and 
even presidential candidates.

FBI 
spokesm an 
em ­ 
phasized that the 4,700 non­ 
crim inals, whose names were 
fed into the computer, were 
"under FBI jurisdiction." As he 
explained it, for example, a 
potential draftee who failed to 
report to the Selective Service 
might have been "flagged." 
Senator Tunney is suspicious 
that the FBI computer has been

to

New revolutionary union-ists: 
Mysterious ‘radicalizing’ small 
cell 
operatives 
costing 
U.S. 
millions in outlaw strikes 
NEW YORK — From the 
shabbily sheltered "collectives" 
in this uptight city and from the 
ancient radical hub in Chicago 
andthe neo-Maoist "central" in 
San 
F rancisco, 
the 
new 
"radicalizers" of the '70s pour 
forth these days to create chaos. 
They’ve just cropped up in the 
coal fields -- heating up a strike 
that cost scores of millions of 
dollars. They’ve been agitating 
inside the U.S. postal system. 
They’re strung out in the retail 
food industry - ranging from 
Washington D C. to Southern 
California. They’ve put together 
paper-thin, 
but 
razor-edged 
em ployed-unem ployed 
com ­ 
m ittees in the Midwest. They’ve 
picketed United Steelworkers 
meetings shouting, "R aise hell -- 
not dues." 
They are radicals of different 
kinds. But their slogans run 
strangely similar: 
Whether it’s a handful of 
Vietnam vets in the strike-bound 
Groton-New 
London, 
Conn., 
subm arine construction center, 
or on the steel industry front, or 
in the huge northern New Jersey 
bulk mailing complex or outside 
a Milwaukee area steel workers 
meeting, 
the "revolutionary” 
cries are -- end the no-strike 
pledge, open the contracts to 
give "us" the right to strike and 
let’s take over. 
It’s a slithering new radical 
phenomenon to many observers. 
But until the coal strike broke 
early in August, few took these 
activists seriously - except a 
handful of experienced industry 
and labor leaders who suddenly 
found their peaceful collective 
bargaining efforts and contracts 
being shredded by the violent 
rhetoric 
of 
the 
collectives’ 
leaders. Virtually all of the 
latter are university-educated. 
In recent weeks, coal and steel 
industry 
executives, 
national 
United Mine Workers officials, 
whose union may yet have to 
pay a $i million fine for violating 
an end-the-strike federal court 
order, 
U.S. 
m arsh als 
and 
federal intelligence agents were 
startled at the influence in the 
soft coal fields of a mere handful 
of men and one woman. 
One of the loudest voices 
ag ain st obeying the U. S. 
district court injunction to call 
off the coal-diggers’ 
wildcat 
strike was that of a mysterious 
Skip Delano. He is one of the 
m ost 
thoroughly

FTC reports lids 


plentiful next year 


WASHINGTON ( AP) — The Federal Trade Commission staff haS 
rejected virtually all the accusations of unfair practices and 
collusion leveled against the makers ami distributors of home 
canning lids and jars. 
Manufacturers who projected a 30 per cent increase in demand for 
the one-use-only jar lids this season and have produced 34 per cent 
more than last year were hit instead with “an astronomical im 
crease" in demand, said Robert E. Liedquist, acting director of the 
FTC Bureau of Competition. 
Rep. Charles J. Carney, DOhio, chairman of the House Small 
Business Committee’s panel hearing the FTC report Wednesday, 
immediately dubbed it a “whitewash" of wholesalers’ and retailers’ 
roles. 
Liedquist told him the five FTC commissioners already had or­ 
dered a continued monitoring of the canning-lid industry as it 
prepares for the 1976 season, as Carney requested. 
The FTC staff made a sevenweek investigation of the canning lid 
shortage after some consumers and public interest groups con­ 
tended the industry was guilty of wrongdoing. 
Liedquist said the entry of several new manufacturers into the 
market—actually major corporations who expanded their product 
lines at relatively little expense—"should be able to produce enough 
lids (next year) to accommodate every household in America.” 
Production capacity of what until two years ago was a declining 
industry will be up Jan. 1 by 100 per cent over capacity at the start of 
this year, with more expansion planned during 1976, he said. 
Liedquist said the shortage of lids was caused by “unprecedented 
demand which the industry was unprepared to supply, despite 
substantial increases in jar-lid production.”

A new breed of athlete has 
appeared 
on 
the 
scene at 
Sikeston High School in recent 
years - a competitor that shows 
every bit as much hustle, desire 
and spirit as their more 
publicized 
colleagues. 
But 
unlike the more traditional 
athletes, 
the new breed is 
unlikely to go on to make 
television commercials for beer 
or razor blades. These are 
Sikeston’s 
co-eds; 
the 
girl 
athletes who are commanding 
more and more attention each 
year as they puroue their in­ 
terests in the gym and on the 
field. 
Perhaps due to the publicity 
and glamour given to such 
female athletes as Chris Evert, 
Carol Mann, Billie Jean King 
and Shane Gould, there has been 
a steady increase in the interest 
of girls in sports, especially on 
the high school level. And as an 
increasingly large number of 
girls 
become 
interested 
in 
participating in athletics, more 
and more activities are being 
offered at SHS. 
“We’ve always had an interest 
in girls’ sports here,” said 
principal and former athletic 
director Bob Buchanan. “More 
girls are becoming interested, 
so we’ re now offering more. ’ ’ 
Buchanan 
said 
that 
in- 
tramurals have always been 
offered for the girls, with after­ 
school programs being provided 
in 
ghymnastics, 
basketball, 
softball and bowling. But much 
emphasis is now being placed on 
interscholastic competition. 
Girls can now letter in four 
sports at SHS - tennis, golf, 
volleyball and track. 


The most popular fall sport 
offered 
for 
the ladies 
is 
volleyball. While volleyball has 
long been a part of the athletic 
program of some of the area’s 
smaller 
schools, 
Sikeston’s 
program began only three years 
ago. This will be the second 
season that Sikeston will play a 
regular schedule of matches. 
“The attitude of the girls is 
much better this year,” said 
Jane Merrick, who coaches the 
24 girls out for volleyball. “They 
seem to be more enthusiastic 
about the game.” 
But only four girls are back 
from last year’s team which won 
four and lost six. Three of those 
six losses came against Stod­ 
dard County powers Bloomfield, 
Richland and Dexter, which 
have had volleyball programs 
since before the Sikeston girls 
were born. The team had a 4-3 
slate against schools which also 
have young programs. The “B” 
team last year was 6-4. 
“Our ‘A’ team is making a lot 
of progress,” said Mrs. Merrick, 
who has been holding daily 
practices since August 18. She 
said that the squad built around 
a nucleus of veterans Jane 
Buchanan, Susan McLaughlin, 
Kelly Hill and Pam Weddington, 
is finally beginning to catch on 
to playing offensive volleyball. 
“Before, the girls used to just 
bang it across the net, but now 
they’re beginning to use the 
pass, set and spike to score 
points.” 
Of course, team volleyball is 
not something you can teach to 
girls in one year. But Mrs. 
Merrick said that playing the. 
Stoddard County schools last 


season helped her girls see the 
importance of playing as a 
team. "They saw how setting 
the ball up for the spike worked 
for Bloomfield.” 
And while the Sikeston girls 
will not only look better in their 
performances this season, they 
will also look better in their 
appearance. The school has 
purchased new uniforms for the 
varsity to wear, replacing the 
old pullover jerseys which will 
go to the “B ” team. 
Volleyball is also growing on a 
statewide level. District tour­ 
naments were held for the first 
time last season, and the state 
tournament will enter the sports 
scene this year. 
Another popular sport for 
Sikeston co-eds is tennis. Sixteen 
girls are out for the sport this 
season, with almost all of them 
being sophomores. The girls 
enjoyed a winning season last 
year as freshmen, and Mrs. 
Berta Schurenberg looks for­ 
ward 
to another successful 
campaign this year. 
“These girls are really serious 
about their tennis,” said Mrs.

“W e had one girl who placed

days when basketball w as THE 
sport for wom en. Y ears ago

for the boys The ch eers w ere 
just as loud, and the girls on the 
court took the gam e just as 
seriously. 
Girls basketball is m aking a 
com eback inSoutheast M issouri 
as of late. As for the possible 
return of the girls’ sport to SHS, 
principal Bob Buchanan says 
that if there is enough interest 
and enough surrounding team s 
to set up a good schedule, then a 
program will be started. “ Right 
now, there aren ’t enough other 
schools to justify the exp en se.”

A new breed of athlete has 
appeared

years - a competitor that shows

But 
unlike 
the 
more 
traditional 
athletes, 
the 
new 
breed 
is 
unlikely to go on to make 
television commercials for beer 
or razor 
blades. These are 
Sikeston’s 
co-eds; 
the 
girl 
athletes who are commanding 
more and more attention each 
year as they puroue their in­ 
terests in the gym and on the 
field. 
Perhaps due to the publicity 
and glamour given to such 
female athletes as Chris Evert, 
Carol Mann, Billie Jean King 
and Shane Gould, there has been 
a steady increase in the interest 
of girls in sports, especially on 
the high school level.

Little man in big man’s game 


In 1974, Terry Metcalf of the St. Louis Football Cardinals had the 
kind of year that every football player dreams of having. 
The 5-foot-10, 185-pound running back was all-everything for the Big 
Red,totaling a team-record 2,058 total yards, including 718 rushing, 377 
receiving (his 50 catches led the club and were the most ever for a 
Cardinal running back) , and 963 returning punts and kickoffs. He 
led the NFL in kickoff returns with a 31.2 average, was selected to 
the NFL Pro Bowl team, made several all-pro teams, and was 
named the Big Red’s most valuable player by his teammates - all 
this for leading the Cardinals to their first playoff berth in a quarter- 
century. 
But that’s all in the past now. This year Metcalf & Co. are faced 
with the challenge of defending their hard-earned title of NFL 
Eastern Division champions. 
Metcalf, personally, faces the 
challenge of matching last year’s record offensive output. 
“It would be nice to do it again. It would be great for me and great 
for the team,” he says, quietly reflecting his self-confidence and a 
totally realistic view of his value to this team. 
‘‘It’s not going to be easy because w e’re not going to be surprising 
anybody this year,” he continues. “They’re all going to be trying to 
knock us off. But, I’d love to. I’d love to get even more if I could. I’d 
love to have a 1,000 yard season - that’s my goal and I’m going to 
strive for it. With the kind of line we have, I think I’ve got a shot.” 
One-thousand yards rushing is a goal that could well be within 
reach of Metcalf in his third pro season, barring any seious injuries. 
And it’s because small, active runners like himself run a high injury 
risk that coach Don Caryell has used his star on only a limited basis 
in the first five preseason games. It’s a plan Terry doesn’t 
necessarily care for, but he says he’ll live with it. 
“I don’t like it, but I understand why they’re doing it,” he says. 


“Why risk getting me injured dunng the presesason'.' 
“They’re 
playing me just enough to get my timing down,” he 
continues. “I played more last week against Minnesota and will play 
some this week. I’m just hopeful that everything works out all 
right.” 
Metcalf’s action so far, has been limited. He didn’t play at all in 
the preseason opener at Kansas City, then carried only 13 times in 
the next three games. But in last week’s 13-6 win at Minnesota, he 
played nearly three quarters, gaining 48 yards on 12 carries, and 
catching five passes for 47 yards. 
His five-game preseason stats read: 25 rushes for an even 100 
yards, and a team-leading 10 pass receptions for 96 yards. He has yet 
to return a punt or kickoff. He won’t do that until the regular season. 
“I feel I’m in shape,” he says. “I’m rarin’ to go. I wish Sunday was 
the Atlanta game.” 
As a little man in a big man’s game, Metcalf has met and 
conquered almost every test put before him. But to him, those on- 
the-field exploits have to take a back seat to the challenges of a 
public speaking program put together for himself and Jack Buck by 
KMOX radio the past offseason. 
Metcalf and Buck, sports director at KMOX and host of NC-TV’s 
weekend show “Grandstand,” visited several St. Louis-area high 
schools, speaking to students and showing the Big Red’s 1974 
highlight film -- a film Terry’s teammates kiddingly refer to as the 
“Terry Metcalf Show.” 
“Some people may think that sounds easy, but believe me, it’s 
not,” Terry says. “In a lot of ways it’s tougher than playing in a full 
stadium. The big difference is that when you’re out in front of 50,000 
people in a stadium, you’re not really communicating directly with 
them. But when you’re speaking to 800 students, you’re face-to-face 


with them.” 
According to Buck, the students enjoyed being face-to-face with 
Terry a good deal more than many an NFL defender has.

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Terry Metcalf 
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Little man in big man’s game 


In 1974, Terry Metcalf of the St. Louis Football Cardinals had the 
kind of year that every football player dreams of having. 
The 5-foot-10, 185-pound running back was all-everything for the Big. 
Red .totaling a team-record 2,058 total yards, including 718 rushing, 377 
receiving (his 50 catches led the club and were the most ever for a 
Cardinal running back) , and 963 returning punts and kickoffs. He 
led the N FL in kickoff returns with a 31.2 average, was selected to 
the N FL Pro Bowl team, made several all-pro teams, and was 
named the Big Red’s most valuable player by his teammates - all 
this for leading the Cardinals to their first playoff berth in a quarter- 
century. 
But that’s all in the past now. This year Metcalf & Co. are faced 
with the challenge of defending their hard-earned title of N FL 
Eastern Division champions. 
Metcalf, personally, faces the 
challenge of matching last year’s record offensive output. 
“ It would be nice to do it again. It would be great for me and great 
for the team,” he says, quietly reflecting his self-confidence and a 
totally realistic view of his value to this team. 
“ It’s not going to be easy because we’re not going to be surprising 
anybody this year,” he continues. “ They’re all going to be trying to 
knock us off. But, I ’d love to. I ’d love to get even more if I could. I ’d 
love to have a 1,000 yard season - that’s my goal and I ’m going to 
strive for it. With the kind of line we have, I think I ’ve got a shot.” 
One-thousand yards rushing is a goal that could well be within 
reach of Metcalf in his third pro season, barring any seious injuries. 
And it’s because small, active runners like himself run a high injury 
risk that coach Don Caryell has used his star on only a limited basis 
in the first five preseason games. It’s a plan Terry doesn’t 
necessarily care for, but he says he’ll live with it. 
“ I don’t like it, but I understand why they’re doing it,” he says. 


“ Why risk getting me injured during the presesason.' 
“ They’re 
playing me just enough to get my timing down,” he 
continues. “ I played more last week against Minnesota and will play 
some this week. I ’m just hopeful that everything works out all 
right.” 
Metcalf’s action so far, has been limited. He didn’t play at all in 
the preseason opener at Kansas City, then carried only 13 times in 
the next three games. But in last week’s 13-6 win at Minnesota, he 
played nearly three quarters, gaining 48 yards on 12 carries, and 
catching five passes for 47 yards. 
His five-game preseason stats read: 25 rushes for an even 100 
yards, and a team-leading 10 pass receptions for 96 yards. He has yet 
to return a punt or kickoff. He won’t do that until the regular season. 
“ I feel I ’m in shape,” he says. “ I ’m rarin’ to go. I wish Sunday was 
the Atlanta game.” 
As a little man in a big man’s game, Metcalf has met and 
conquered almost every test put before him. But to him, those on- 
the-field exploits have to take a back seat to the challenges of a 
public speaking program put together for himself and Jack Buck by 


KMOX radio the past offseason. 
Metcalf and Buck, sports director at KMOX and host of NC-TV’s 
weekend show “ Grandstand,” visited several St. Louis-area high 
schools, speaking to students and showing the Big Red’s 1974 
highlight film -- a film Terry’s teammates kiddingly refer to as the 
“ Terry Metcalf Show.” 
“ Some people may think that sounds easy, but believe me, it’s 
not,” Terry says. “ In a lot of ways it’s tougher than playing in a full 
stadium. The big difference is that when you’re out in front of 50,000 
people in a stadium, you’re not really communicating directly with 
them. But when you’re speaking to 800 students, you’re face-to-face 


with them.” 
According to Buck, the students enjoyed being face-to-face with 
Terry a good deal more than many an N FL defender has. 


SHS faces road jinx 


It’ll be a sore and limping Sikeston Bulldogs squad that 
takes the gridiron at Caruthersville Friday night, still 
licking wounds from last week’s 14-0 thumping at the 
hands of Farmington. In the C-ville Tigers, Sikeston will 
oppose an ambitious, veteran outfit just getting ready to 
make a run for the Southern Division crown. The over­ 
sized Caruthersville team is still enjoying thoughts about 
last week’s 14-6 win over Doniphan and an upset over big- 
school Sikeston that could spell P-L-A-Y-O-F-F-S come 
November. 
The two heroes in defeat for Sikeston, powerback 
James Wilder and Tackle Wayne Turpin, are ailing and 
will be sub-par for the contest, if they play at all.

Bluegrass music Looking back 
part of fèstivàl 


EDITOR'S N O TE- Paul Re­ 
vere’s famous ride was history. 
British and American blood had 
been spilled at Lexington and 
Concord. The Second Continen­ 
tal Congress was trying to form 
and finance an army, and the 
sentiment among the delegates 
for a settlement with Britain 
was fading.

PHILADEALPHIA (AP) — 
The Second Continental Con­ 
gress convened on May 10, 1775 
and named two committees — 
one to make a last stab at 
peace with the Crown, the sec­ 
ond to draw up an army in 
case the first failed. 
Inside 
the Statehouse 
on 
Chestnut Street delegates from 
the 13 colonies grappled with 
America’s destiny from curving 
rows of wooden chairs. Outside, 
volunteer soldiers in unmatch­ 
ing homespun drilled on open 
greens. 
Perhaps it was the restless 
cadence of their drums that 
persuaded Congress on May 13 
to approve 64 Articles of War, 
snapping 
in two the olive 
branch the first committee was 
nurturing. 
In just four days Congress 
had set the country on an irre­ 
versible course. Five days later 
a courier would bring news that 
would 
further 
cement 
that 
course’s finality. 
Ethan Allen and his Green 
Mountain Boys, with a hand 
from Benedict Arnold, had cap­ 
tured Ft. Ticonderoga on May 
10. The Redcoats, according to 
the express rider, had surren- 
‘dered without a shot after Allen 
had hollered to give up “in the 
name of the Great Jehovah and 
the Continental Congress.” 
The Articles of War had set 
up the procedures for an army, 
but it had not established one. 
Nor had it granted authority to 
Allen and Arnold to attack the 
British garrison. 
Congress was buzzing. Some 
members proposed that the 
cannon seized by the American 
militiamen be returned to the 
king along with an apology. 
Others crowed over the victory. 
The furor finally died and the 
delegates spent the next month 
in debate over the makeup of 
the “Continental' Army” and 
who should lead it. Geographic 
jealousies and top-heavy egos 
bogged down the proceedings. 
Almost anything was debatable. 
For instance, the better part of 
one hot day was spent arguing 
whether the windows should be 


shut to keep horseflies and a 
breeze out, or opened to let 
both in. 
Delegate John Admas would 
recount that wordiness was in­ 
evitable because every delegate 
considered himself “a great 
man, an orator, a critic, a 
statesman.” In a letter to his 
wife he wrote that were it 
“moved that three and two 
make five, we should be enter­ 
tained with logic and rhetoric, 
law, history, politics, and math­ 
ematics, and then we should 
pass the resolution unanimously 
in the affirmative.” 
The debate on the structure 
of America’s army ended June 
15. John Hancock, presiding as 
president in place of Virginia’s 
Peyton Randolph, lowered his 
gavel and announced: 
“It is the order of Congress 
to inform George Washington of 
the unanimous vote in choosing 
him to be ... commander in 
chief of the forces raised, and 
to be raised, in defense of 
American liberty.” 
Under the Articles of War, 
the 13 colonies named the regi­ 
mental and company officers. 
Iongress named the generals. 
Washington’s orders were to 
proceed to Cambridge, Mass. 
On June 23 he rode northward. 
Adams, in another letter to 
his wife, described the depar­ 
ture: 
“I have this morning been 
out of town to accompany our 
generals, Washington, Charles 
Lee, Philip Schuyler, a little 
way on their journey ... All the 
delegates from Massachusetts, 
wih their servants and car­ 
riages, attended; many others 
of the delegates from Congress; 
a large troop of lighthorse in 
their uniforms; playing music. 
Such is the pride and pomp of 
war.” 
The six companies of back- 
country rifleman that Congress 
had envisoned as the army’s 
backbone, 
arrived in Cam­ 
bridge after Washington. Many 
were hunters in coon-skinned 
caps. They were itchy for ac­ 
tion and none came. So they 
drank and gambled. And fought 
among themselves. 
The new commander in chief 
would have to build an army 
before he could war against the 
eneoy. He appealed to Con­ 
gress for help. He needed uni­ 
forms ammunition, guns, food. 
Congress, relying on printing 
press money — Continental dol­ 
lars that soon would be worth­ 
less — scraped together what it 
could. 
At Ben Franklin’s suggestion,

the delegates voted to arm 
some units with 
pikes 
nd 
spears, bows and arrows. 
Word reached the colonists in 
the fall that King George had 
officially declared war. Con­ 
gress responded by calling for 
30,000 volunteers and estab­ 
lishing a navy. 
Before the year was out, the 
Americans had captured Boston 
from the Redcoats. But English 
sailors had burned the town of 
Falmouth 
(now 
Portland), 
Maine, and American forces 
had suffered heavy losses in an 
ill-fated attempt to capture 
Quebec. 
Each patriot death fired a- 
tred for the British, bringing 
America closer to a total break 
with the Crown. 
When the Second Continental 
Congress had convened, the 
concept of independence had 
for many delegates a ring of 
treason about it. John Adams 
had opened the proceedings in 
May of 1775 with a proposal 
that the colonies abolish their 
royal charters. 
It was too 
much, too soon, and the motion 
met a quick death. 
But by the spring of 1776 the 
country’s mood had changed. 
Liberty 
and 
freedom 
were 
words to be shouted. Independ­ 
ence had become the password 
to America’s future. 
The Spirit of ’76 was fueled 
by a 
man named Thomas 
Paine, a clever propogandist 
whose sulfurous words burned 
the last bridges between Eng­ 
land and America. He labeled 
King George “the royal brute 
of Britain ... a hardened, sul- 
len-tempered Pharoah,” and 
advocated a final separation so 
as not to “leave the next gener­ 
ation to be cutting throats, un­ 
der the violated, unmeaning 
names of parent and child.” 
The people listened, and on 
June 7 delegate Richard Henry 
Lee of Virginia took the bold 
step that had tripped up other 
men. 
Let it be resolved, he said, 
“That these United States are, 
and of a right ought to be, free 
and independent states, that 
they are absolved of all alle­ 
giance to the British Crown, 
and 
that 
all political 
con­ 
nections between them and the 
State of Great Britain is, and 
ought to be, totally dissolved.” 
What Lee had offered was a 
declaration of independence. 
After much soul-searching, 
Congress passed it on July 2, 
1776. A nation was bom. John 
Adams was so excited he wrote 
two letters to his wife. 
This “second day of July will 
be the most memorable epoch 
in the history of America,” said 
Adams. “I am apt to believe 
that it will be celebrated by 
succeeding generations as the 
Great Anniversary Festival ... 
commemorated ... by solemn 
acts of devotion to God Al­ 
mighty

adopted it on July 4, 1776, and 
read it from the Statehouse 
steps four days later. 
“... We hold these truths to 
be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty, 
and the ...” 
Any fifth-grader can fill in 
the last three words. But who 
can remember what Lee said? 
Perhaps he lost his place in his­ 
tory because he was simply 
out-written and out-edited.

Three months after the se­ 
cond thyroid operation I had 
been put on no medication, and 
I was so weak I could hardly 
walk, speak, or think. When I 
made the doctor realize how 
weak I was, both physically and 
mentally, he had tests run on 
me. The blood tests showed I 
was in the danger zone for both 
calcium and phosphorus. I was 
d i a g n o s e d 
a s 
h a v i n g 
h y p o c a l c e m i a 
and 
hypoparathyroidism. 
The doctor put me on calcium 
which helped very little until he 
added dihydrotachysterol. The 
treatment gradually corrected 
my blood level of both calcium 
and phosphorus. But, I have 
never gotten rid of all the mus­ 
cle spasms, particularly in the 
leg and arm muscles. It is very 
painful and a great effort to 
walk up stairs and get up from 
sitting in a low chair. 
My doctor said that when I 
had the thyroid operation the 
parathyroid glands must have 
been removed, and there was 
no function from them. 
I would like your opinion on 
the prognosis of my problem

Is there 
any other drug to use with at 
least the same effect or better?

M issouri Supreme Court rules: 
Governor cannot pardon 
persons whose licenses 
revoked by liquor control

Counties to concentrate 
on legislative package

— The Missouri Con­ 
stitution does not empower the 
governor 
to pardon persons 
whose licenses have been re­ 
voked by the state's liquor con­ 
trol supervisor, the Missouri 
Suprem e Court ruled recently. 
“To do so would pave the 
way for a great expansion of 
this power into the m yriad of 
adm inistrative decisions which 
affect 
thousands 
of 
persons 
throughout the state,” the court 
said in a decision written by 
Chief Justice Robert E. Seiler. 
In a 6-1 decision, the court re­ 
versed and remanded the deci­ 
sion of Judge Philip G. Hess of 
the 23rd Judicial Circuit in Jef­ 
ferson County. 
In 1967, the state supervisor 
of liquor control revoked the li­ 
quor license of Jam es D Theo- 
doro on charges that he had 
sold intoxicating beverages on 
Sunday and had permitted the 
sale of intoxicating beverages 
by a minor. 
In 1972, then Gov. W arren E. 
Hearnes issued a pardon to 
“pardon, 
release, 
and 
dis­ 
charge” Theodoro from the re­ 
vocation of his license. The li­ 
quor control department issued 
Theodoro a new license, but 
when it cam e up for renewal he 
was denied on the basis of a 
state statute which says no per­ 
sonal shall be granted a license 
if the license had been revoked 
in the past. 
But Judge Hess reversed the 
departm ent’s decision and li­ 
quor control officials then ap­ 
pealed the case. 
The high court noted that the 
constitution grants pardoning 
power to the governor “after 
conviction, for all offenses.” 
But in reversing Judge Hess’s 
decision, the court said the con­ 
stitution was referring to “con­ 
victions” in criminal cases and 
not adm inistrative proceedings 
“ The power to pardon has 
been traditionally described in 
the courts of this state as a 


power to exempt individuals 
from punishment which the law 
inflicts for crim es committed,” 
Judge Seiler wrote. 
But in a dissenting opinion, 
Judge John E. Bardgett noted 
that the actions which led to 
the original revocation of the li­ 
quor license were “violations of 
law and could be the subject of 
a criminal prosecution.” 
He said that if Theodoro had 
been convicted by a court, the 
governor would have the power 
to pardon those convictions. 
“ In my opinion, that pardon 
would remove d those con­ 
victions from automatically dis­ 
qualifying 
the 
person 
from 
holding a liquor license,’’Judge 
Bardgett said 
In another liquor Control Di­ 
vision related decision, the high 
court ruled 6-1 that the division 
chief does not have to hold an 
evidentiary hearing before de­ 
ciding against renewal of a li­ 
quor license. 
The high court also said in 
its decision upholding the proc­ 
ess used to deny renewal of the 
liquor license to Jasper’s Ital­ 
ian Restaurant in Kansas City, 
that the division head is not re­ 
quired to personally testify at a 
circuit court review of his deci­ 
sion. 
Form er Liquor Control Super­ 
visor Michael G arrett denied 
renewal of the license to Jasper 
Mirabile in June 1974 on the 
grounds that Mirabile, then sole 
owner of the business, was not 
of good moral character M ira­ 
bile had been convicted in fed­ 
eral court two months earlier 
of using the mails to defraud 
the state of sales tax receipts. 
Mirabile, 
who 
has 
since 
transferred ownership of the 
restaurant to his wife Jose­ 
phine, claimed the license was 
a VToperty right and denial of 
its renewal without a hearing a 
violation of due process. 
The court also rejected a 
claim that the state’s liquor li­ 
cense law denies equal protec­ 


tion by not requiring a hearing 
on renewal or new license ap­ 
plications but doing so in con­ 
nection with revocation or sus­ 
pension of licenses. 
The court said there is a ra ­ 
tional basis for the distinction 
since once a license is granted 
the person receiving it should 
be entitled to county on retain­ 
ing it for the fixed period of is­ 
suance unless it can be shown 
after a hearing that it should 
be revoked or suspended
